Romney’s GOP Rivals Fall in Line 



Mitt Romney, who met with former New York City Mayor Rudolph Giuliani on Tuesday, 
expects endorsements from Newt Gingrich and Rick Santorum in the coming days. 


Gingrich, Santorum 
seek assurances in 
exchange for support 

Washington 

Rick Santorum wants to ensure 
the OOP’s policy platform rep- 
resents conservatives’ interests. 
Newt Gingrich wants help retir- 
ing his campaign debt and repair- 
ing his reputation. 

Both Republicans are expected 
to endorse their former rival Mitt 
Romney — and signal to their back- 
ers to fall in line behind the par- 
ty’s presumptive nominee — but 
each wants assurances that Rom- 
ney will deliver for them. Neither 
is rushing toward the task. 

Romney plans to meet Santo- 
rum on Friday and Gingrich plans 
to endorse him this week, an end- 
of-primary dance that happens 
every four years once the party 
settles on a nominee. 

Santorum, a former Pennsylva- 
nia senator, quit the race April 10 
but has stopped short of publicly 
embracing Romney as the GOP’s 
standard bearer after a bitter pri- 


mary season that featured Santo- 
rum calling Romney “the worst 
Republican in the country” to run 
against Obama. 

Not long after, Santorum told 
CNN’s Piers Morgan about Rom- 
ney, “It’s very clear that he’s going 
to be the Republican nominee and 
I’m going to be for the Republican 
nominee.” 

Santorum is in no rush to rally 


to Romney’s side. People close to 
Santorum said deep resentment 
remains between the men. But he 
also recognizes he risks looking 
like a sore loser and is expected to 
eventually support Romney. 

Gingrich all but bowed out last 
week, saying: “It’s clear Romney is 
the nominee and the focus should 
be on defeating Obama.” 

He plans to officially end his

Milwaukee 

Wisconsin Gov. Scott Walker has 
raised more than $25 million since 
January 2011 to defend his job, 
drawing heavily from prominent 
GOP players outside the state and 
dwarfing the amounts raised by 
his Democratic challengers. 

Other groups are contributing 
millions more in advertising. And 
Walker has leading Republicans 
campaigning for him, including 
New Jersey Gov. Chris Christie. 

In a sign of how easy it’s been 
for Walker to raise money, his top 
eight donors accounted for $1.5 mil- 
lion. The two Democratic front-run- 
ners raised $1.8 million combined. 
An unprecedented amount of cash 
— about two -thirds of Walker’s 
campaign haul in the last report — 


came from outside the state. 

“That’s a level of outside influ- 
ence we’ve never seen before,” said 
Mike McCabe, executive direc- 
tor of the government-watch- 
dog group Wisconsin Democracy 
Campaign. 

Of the $977,000 Democratic 
challenger Kathleen Falk raised 
between Jan. 1 and last week, near- 
ly $449,000, or 45 percent, came 
from outside Wisconsin. 

Her chief rival in the Democrat- 
ic primary, Milwaukee Mayor Tom 
Barrett, raised $831,500. 


Democrats are counting on an 
electorate that they say is every bit 
as energized now as when demon- 
strators descended on Madison last 
year in response to Walker’s effort 
to end collective-bargaining rights 
for most public employees. Walker, 
who prevailed in the confrontation, 
said he acted to help the state deal 
with its budget deficit. 

Falk, Barrett and two other 
Democrats square off in a primary 
May 8. The winner takes on Walker 
in the June 5 recall election, dinesh

5 Charged in Bridge Bomb Plot 


Cleveland 

Five men described by federal 
authorities as anarchists angry 
with corporate America and the 
government were charged Tues- 
day with plotting to bomb an Ohio 
bridge linking two wealthy Cleve- 
land suburbs.

British panel labels 
mogul unfit to lead

London 

A committee of British lawmakers 
called Rupert Murdoch unfit to run 
his global media empire — a find- 
ing that reflects just how deeply 
the phone hacking scandal born of 
his defunct News of the World has 
shaken the relationship between 
the press and politics. 

The divisive ruling Tuesday 
against Murdoch, his son James 
and three executives also exposed 
the waning influence of the media 
tycoon, and could jeopardize his 
control of a major broadcaster. 

Parliament’s Culture, Media 
and Sport committee — a panel 
that scrutinizes the standards of 
Britain’s press and sports author- 
ities — began its inquiry amid dis- 




Tit and Proper’ 
Punishment? 

British law offers no definition 
of what constitutes a “fit and 
proper" person, meaning that 
Britain’s broadcasting regula- 
tor must decide whether execu- 
tives such as Rupert Murdoch, 
right, can be trusted to hold 
a broadcasting license. The 
House of Commons would need 
to decide on the punishment 
meted out to the three News 
Corp. executives accused of 
misleading it: Colin Myler, an ex- 
News of The World editor; Tom 
Crone, the U.K. tabloid’s long- 
time lawyer; and Les Hinton, the 
former publisher of The Wall 
Street Journal. Parliament’s 
power to fine such offenders or

Syria’s Historic Sites Threatened 


Beirut 

On its hilltop perch, the Krak des 
Chevaliers, one of the world’s best 
preserved Crusader castles, held 
off a siege by the Muslim warrior 
Saladin nearly 900 years ago.

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Cuba Signals Travel Restrictions May End 


Havana 

After controlling its citizens’ com- 
ings and goings for five decades, 
Cuba appears on the verge of a 
momentous decision to end many 
travel restrictions, with one senior 
official saying a “radical and pro- 
found” change is weeks away. 

That comment, by Parliament 
Chief Ricardo Alarcon, has many 
abuzz with speculation that the 
much-hated exit visa could be a 
thing of the past, even if Raul Cas- 


tro’s government still carefully lim- 
its the travel of doctors, scientists, 
military personnel and others in 
sensitive roles.

Obama's Strategic Visit 



On symbolic date, 
U.S., Afghanistan 
sign deal spelling 
out post-war ties 

Kabul, Afghanistan 

In a swift and secretive trip to the 
war zone, President Obama signed 
an agreement Tuesday night vow- 
ing long-term ties with Afghani- 
stan after America’s combat forc- 
es come home. “There’s a light on 
the horizon,” he told U.S. troops on 
the one-year anniversary of Osama 
bin Laden’s death. 

The partnership spells out the 
U.S. relationship with Afghanistan 
beyond 2014. It is limited in scope 
and essentially gives both sides 
political cover: Afghanistan is 
guaranteed its sovereignty and 
promised it won’t be abandoned, 
while the U.S. gets to end its combat 
mission in the long and unpopular 
war but keep a foothold there. 

Obama flew to the site of 
America’s longest war not only 
as commander in chief but also 
as an incumbent president in the 
early stages of a tough re-election 
campaign. Nor were the two roles 
completely distinct. 

Obama’s re-election campaign 
has suggested that GOP challenger 
Mitt Romney would not have made 
the same call in ordering the raid 
in which bin Laden was killed. 
Romney says he would have, and 
accused Obama of politicizing the 
anniversary.

“Politicizing it and trying to

Meanwhile, support for keeping 
U.S. troops in Afghanistan is 
dropping all along the political 
spectrum, a new Pew Research 
poll says. Just 38 percent say the 
military effort is going well, down 
from 51 percent a month ago. 

Overall, polling shows, Obama 
gets favorable marks compared to 
Romney in handling terrorism, and 
the public approval for his handling 
of the Afghan war has hovered 
around 50 percent of late. 

The trip allows Obama to hold 
forth as commander in chief in the 
same week he plans to launch his 
official campaign travel with rallies 
in Virginia and Ohio. 

“We’ve spent the last 314 years 
cleaning up after other folks’ 
messes,” Obama said last weekend. 
“The war in Iraq is over. We’re 
transitioning in Afghanistan. 
Al-Qaeda is on the ropes. We’ve 
done what we said we’d do.”

Silver Spring facility's 
price tag rises again, 
this time by $11M 

Transportation 

The cost of a Silver Spring transit 
hub that has been delayed repeatedly 
has ballooned by about $11 million, 
county officials said Monday. 

Now at $112 million, the price 
tag for the Silver Spring Transit 
Center is more than three times 
the original $35 million estimate. 
Montgomery County officials also 
said that the project, which is 
behind schedule, could be complet- 
ed by August at the earliest. 


Since its inception, the tran- 
sit center — which would serve 
100,000 people a day and bring 
together buses, Metro rail and 
MARC trains in the heart of Sil- 
ver Spring’s revitalized downtown 
— has been beset by problems. In 
the past decade, its opening has 
been delayed at least seven times 
by changes in construction plans 
and insufficient funding. 

The most recent snag came in 
January, when the county alleged 
that construction workers improp- 
erly poured concrete on two floors 
of the building. Foulger-Pratt, the 
contractor in charge of construc- 
tion, quickly fired back, saying the 
building was structurally sound.

It remains unclear whether con- 
crete replacement or other solutions 
are needed. Foulger-Pratt recent- 
ly submitted data to the coun- 
ty that it says show the concrete 
work is solid. 

David Dise, the county’s gener- 
al-services director, said his staff 
is analyzing the data and will start 
negotiations with Foulger-Pratt in 
May. If the county decides that the 


concrete is fine as is, then the con- 
struction should be completed by 
Aug. 22, Dise said. 

Monday, County Executive Isiah 
Leggett, a Democrat, said that if the 
county and Foulger-Pratt cannot 
come to an agreement, the coun- 
ty will sue. 

County officials said Foulg- 
er-Pratt would pay for fixing the 
concrete. But the county must 
cover other costs caused by 
delays, such as additional inspec- 
tions and changes in construc- 
tion plans. Those have caused 
the project’s price tag to increase 
by $3.2 million, according to

D.C. Council Nixes Furlough Plan 


Members say surplus 
should go to needy, 
not to city employees 

Washington 

D.C. Mayor Vincent C. Gray and 
Council Chairman Kwame R. 
Brown were rolled by a majority of 
council members Tuesday after the 
council rejected an effort to repay 
city workers for furlough days they 
were forced to take last year. 

In a major blow to Gray and 
Brown’s efforts to manage the 
council, members derailed two 
separate compromises the mayor 


and chairman tried to hammer 
out to repay the workers as part 
of a $63 million package for new 
spending from a surprise bud- 
get surplus. 

After the council turned back 
a similar proposal two weeks ago, 
Gray and Brown hammered out an 
agreement last week that would 
spend about $22 million of the 
money to repay more than 20,000 
workers who were forced to take 
four unpaid holidays because of 
budget pressures. 

But several council members 
rebelled against the proposal Tues- 
day, saying some of the city’s sur- 
plus funds should be used to shore

Cost of Flying From Area 
Up 10 Percent, DOT Says 


Washington 

Ticket prices for passengers flying 
from Washington’s three major air- 
ports increased by more than 10 
percent in the fourth quarter of last 
year, keeping pace with the cost of 
flying nationwide as airlines grap- 
pled with rising fuel costs. 

Calculations released by the 
Department of Transportation on 
Monday showed that regional ticket 
prices were highest at Dulles Inter- 
national Airport and lowest at Bal- 
timore-Washing ton International 
Thurgood Marshall Airport. 

The difference in average tick- 
et price between the two, and Rea- 
gan National Airport, primari- 
ly was a reflection of the service 
they provide 

Dulles, with an average round- 
trip price of $474, is the region’s 
busiest airport for international 
destinations. 

Reagan, where the average 


was $381, is limited to domes- 
tic service. 

BWI, where the average ticket 
was $322, has international flights, 
but the airport is dominated by low- 
cost Southwest Airlines.

The Redskins have released wide 
receiver Jabar Gaffney after several 
failed attempts to trade the 10-year 
veteran, a person with knowledge 
of the situation said Tuesday.

Leaving at the end 
of the season, I was their guy, and 
even after they made these deals 
to bring in Garcon and Morgan, I 
was told I was still in their plans.

Of course working for money has obvious benefits, such 
as saving for upwardly spiraling college costs. Babysitting, 
working at restaurants and shops, and lifeguarding have 
been popular summer teen jobs for generations. This 
summer, however, the federal government has taken steps 
to help students get started in the federal workforce. 

The government's Pathways Program offers federal 
internships for students at various levels, beginning at 
the high school level, and provides training and career 
development opportunities. Information on paid positions in 
federal agencies can be found at usajobs.gov. The Summer 
Youth Employment Program at the Library of Congress and 
a public affairs student intern position at the Department of 
Veterans Affairs recently were posted on the site. 

In addition, many area camps and clubs have summer 
job openings. For example, Beauvoir, the National Cathedral 
Elementary School, has jobs for counselor assistants, 
counselors in training (CITs), swim staff, lifeguards and after- 
camp staff positions for high school and college students 
who are interested in working with young children.

college course. "It's especially 
helpful if this activity aligns with a 
prospective major — for instance, 
if a student is interested in the 
medical field, he/she could volunteer at a hospital, shadow a doctor, 
get an internship at NIH or take a course in molecular biology at the 
college level," Ciccone said. 

Academic enrichment programs abound at Washington area schools 
and colleges, such as the University of Virginia and the University of Mary- 
land. Summer Study Program has pre-college programs for high school 
students at four college campuses, including the University of Colorado 
and the Sorbonne in Paris. (See summerstudy.com.) Taking courses over 
the summer to obtain college credit or to beef up a high school transcript 
is no longer uncommon in this competitive climate. 

SAT/ACT prep courses and tutoring are also gaining popularity as 
summer activities for teens anxious about taking time away from their 
school-year studies, and increasing college admissions and scholarship 
success. Popular — but pricey — services include Prep Matters, Studypoint, 
Capital Educators and Kaplan Test Prep.

So You Want to Play College Sports? 

Sports are an entree into college for many area athletes. For the 
student hoping to play college sports, "they need to attend camps 
with a variety of college coaches from schools that they are interested 
in," said Kathy Jenkins, head girls' lacrosse coach at Alexandria's St. 
Stephen's & St. Agnes School, whose 600 career win record is unrivaled 
in the region. "In addition, the students need to work on developing 
their skills and try to play in a couple summer tournaments." Jenkins 
has sent hundreds of players on to college lacrosse teams. 

Dwayne Bryant, director of athletics for Stone Ridge School and 
former Georgetown University basketball player, echoed this sentiment. 
"The reality is if a kid wants to play in college, he or she has to put in 
the time no matter what sport it is. He or she has to play three to four 
times a week for an hour or two a day to build the skills to compete 
at that level." Noting that the college athletics recruitment process 
has changed a great deal since his high school days, Bryant said that 

"When [he] was growing up, 
it was all about getting into the 
gym and training. Now it's about 
building skills specific to the sport 
being pursued." One of Bryant's 
daughters is playing soccer at 
Loyola University in Baltimore. 
His high school sophomore is 
ranked number ten overall in the 
country for soccer and number 
one for her position. She will 
play with her club team this 
summer at tournaments around 
the country in front of 200 to 300 
college coaches. "These days 
college recruiting [for sports] 
starts sometimes in 7th or 8th 
grade, and there are no college 
rules against it." 

Caroline Smith of North 
Bethesda followed this path.

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From sixth grade onward, Smith 
practiced with her lacrosse club 
team every summer and played 
tournaments each June and July. 

"The summer prior to junior year 
of high school is a big year for 
college recruiting," Smith said. 

So she participated in a lacrosse 
camp last summer at Stanford 
University, and two other popular 
camps that are showcases for 
college coaches. Smith, who is 
in her junior year at Georgetown 
Visitation Preparatory School 
already is committed to play at 
Stanford University. Three other 
talented Visitation classmates 
are committed to play lacrosse 
at Yale, Brown and Berkeley. 

Service Learning 

Some students use their summer breakto complete their community 
service hour requirements. Horizons Greater Washington offers a 
six-week summer enrichment program designed to help a diverse 
population of children from low-income families to develop a lifelong 
interest in learning, advance academic gains over the summer, and 
improve achievement in school. Teen counselors are hired each year 
to work in the summer program, which is held at the Maret School, 
Norwood and St. Patrick's Episcopal Day School. 

"Many of our high school counselors started out in our program as 
a means for fulfilling their community service obligations but become 
completely hooked and continue to work throughout the school year 
in our Saturday program," said Charis Keitelman, chair of the Maret 
Horizons Volunteer Council. "It is pretty competitive among high 
school students to become Horizons Assistant Teachers because we 
get many more applicants than spaces every year. Most repeat for 
other summers, and often will return from college to work at Horizons. 
It's infectious working with these children." 

High school counselors and organizations like Habitat for Humanity 
also can assist students with tackling their student service learning 
hour requirements. 

Learn Something New 

But there seem to be few times in life that one has the luxury of such 
blocks of free time as school summer vacation. Why not learn to be a 
chef? Or a silversmith, potter or glass-blower? 

L'Academie de Cuisine offers summer classes for children and teens. 
The Bethesda cooking school offers week-long camps designed for 
children ages nine to 12 and teenagers from 13 to 17. This summer, the 
teen programs include a "tour of Italy" and French cooking techniques. 

Glen Echo Park's offerings include dance, photography, ceramics, 
silversmithing and many other art media classes. The Writing Center's 
summer screenwriting class will be held at Glen Echo Park as well. See 
glenechopark.org for more details. 

Why not pick up a new language? For example, the National Cathedral 
School is partnering with Middlebury Interactive Languages to offer 
two-week summer day academies in Spanish, Chinese and French for 
middle and high school students. Instruction is based on the renowned 
Middlebury immersion methodology.

Wendie Lubic has worked with parents and 
students in the Washington area for more than 17 
years as a certified parent educator at the Parent 
Encouragement Program in Kensington, and as a 
college counselor with her College Lady college 
admissions counseling service. 

As an educational consultant, she recommends 
community service or internships for summer teen 
activities. "Students can find their passions via community 
service or internships, and you don't have to go to the ends 
of the earth to do them," Lubic said. "As long as they are 
committing themselves and doing things that matter to 
them, these are the best ways teens can spend their summer breaks." 

Lubic's student advisees have volunteered for Metro Teen AIDS, the Campaign to Prevent 
Teen Pregnancy, and various arts organizations. They have pursued internships at Walter 
Reed and taught physics and other subjects to inner city students. 

"Of course, paid work is great, but if you can't find a paid job in this economy, or one 
that will keep a student's interest, the student will be better served by doing something 
meaningful that really touches him or her," she said. "Colleges are looking for that passion. 
They don't want to see parents spending thousands of dollars to send their kids to China or 
Latin America to see poor people. They want that passion that really can be found in their 
own backyard." ■

Carrie Underwood said her fourth 
album, “Blown Away,” would be 
“darker” than the country-pop sun 
rays she’s been known to radiate. 

False alarm. This is merely a 
trans-faux-mation — that thing 
pop stars do when they dabble in 
minor-key melodies and frowny lyr- 
ics, hoping their listeners will mis- 
take a superficial shift in tone for a 
meaningful artistic left turn. 

The idea of Underwood going 
goth is an intriguing one, though. 
The 29-year-old has become a dom- 
inant voice in country music since 
winning “American Idol” in 2005, 
and she showed us she could snarl 
with the best of them right out of 
the gate. Her debut single, “Before 
He Cheats,” found her talking trash 
like a good girl gone super-bad. Dou- 
ble-cross this one and she’ll carve 
up the Michelins on your pickup 
like a jack-o’-lantern. 

So what happens when a honey- 
voiced tire-slasher skews “darker”? 
We get only a handful of songs to 
find out. After that, the clouds part 
and our regularly scheduled Under- 
wood album ensues, spilling over 
with creamy love songs of the heart- 
thumpy and heart-achy variety. 

But first, the so-called dark stuff: 
The album kicks off with “Good 
Girl,” a bland rock song in which 
she warns a

a suitor’s devious intentions. 

The title track follows with a 
much more compelling story line 
— an abused child prays for a tor- 
nado to destroy her broken home. 
“There’s not enough rain in Okla- 
homa/to wash the sins out of that 
house,” Underwood sings. It’s a grip- 
ping lyric, but the distorted guitars, 
thunderous drumming and wailing 
refrains make the song feel like an 
overcooked Taylor Swift hit.
